"rack and pinion system" which provides insufficient basis.

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kishi et al. 
(4,669,328). 

Kishi et al. shows a rack and pinion system in figure 1 where a rack (2) has a 
pivot (3b) at one end and is free to rotate about this pivot to allow the other end to be 
biased by a spring (5) into engagement with a pinion (1) for the purpose of eliminating 
backlash (column 2, lines 46-49). 



8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Clark; Parker; Musso; Seed; ('935, '095) show rack and pinion gear systems 
which address backlash.
